Find in the services 
of daily morning and evening prayer, with the appointed lessons and 

_ psalms, help for your private devotions. Thus prepared, attend each week 
the public worship of the Church, receiving regularly the sacrament of 
holy communion. Let whole parishes eoncentrate their thought and work 
upon our Lord’s special, missionary and sacramental purpose for His 
Church. Let there be carried from house to house and from heart to heart 
the message of the same loving purpose, until flames of faith, of quickened 
conscience and devotion burn with new light.

The Bishop’s Page 


The whole Diocese was plunged into sorrow when 
two days before the opening of Convention the news 
came that Dean Powell of the Divinity School, who 
had been seriously ill for a month, had died. Dean 
Powell had had a very distinguished career. He came 
in 1900 to teach Hebrew and the other Semitic lan- 
guages in the Divinity School, which was at that time 
located at San Mateo. Shortly afterward, when the 
professor of theology died, Bishop Nichols asked Dr. 
Powell to take that work. At one time or another he 


taught many other subjects in the school and during 
all the thirty-three years of his relation with it was in 
close touch with the student life and the student 
needs. 


As a Semitic scholar he attained distinction very 
early, taking his doctor’s degree at the University of 
California and later receiving the degree of doctor of 
divinity from the General Theological Seminary in 
New York. This was a tribute to his Aramaic Gram- 
mar, the first to be written in America. He came to 
San Francisco with the school and when Bishop 
Nichols surrendered the deanship in 1923 succeeded 
him as Dean and it was through his initiative and 
leadership that the school moved to Berkeley three 
years ago. 

In the Diocese and the community he was widely 
known as a lecturer on Biblical subjects. He was an 
exceptional teacher, with a great gift of clear and 
simple statement. 


Since 1913 he had represented the Diocese in Gen- 
eral Convention and through his competence as a 
leader in debate and his wide popularity had reached 
the position of chairman of the most important com- 
mittee of the House of Deputies, that on amendments 
to the constitution. He was a member of a number of 
joint commissions and committees and his loss will 
be felt not only in the lines of his special interest and 
activity but in the General Convention and among all 
those in the Church who are concerned about its con- 
stitutional position. 


This brief statement about his contribution to the 
life of the Church really interprets itself but one only 
needs to add that he leaves innumerable sorrowing 
friends and that the Diocese is of one accord in of- 
fering his family deep sympathy. 


From the Bishop’s Convention Address 


The repeal of the 18th amendment and the unsatisfactory liquor 
laws which now hold in California put upon the Church and Church 
people a very definite responsibility. We are all of us called on to take 
up once more the effort which I fear has been for years forgotten to 
bring before the minds of Christian people the vast importance of 
temperance as a Christian virtue. Self control or self discipline is one 
of the things which this age has greatly liked to forget and with the 
repeal of the 18th Amendment, while as yet one cannot forecast just 
what is going to happen, there has been a definite push upon the part of 
the liquor interests to create a public sentiment which will support un- 
restrained indulgence. The present law may be unsatisfactory but at 
least it effects some control. One gathers from the reports coming 
from all sides that all the interests which profit by laxity in the liquor 
laws are doing everything they can to break down any control. In the 
face of this, I repeat, it is of vital importance that from every pulpit, 
in every Church School or confirmation class and everywhere else 
that opportunity offers the Church should make clear that there can be 
no development of right Christian living without sobriety and self 
control. 

But the Church’s responsibility does not end here. Church people 
ought to cooperate with all those forces in the community which can 
be brought together to organize and develop public sentiment in the 
interest of adequate control. All decent Wets and all sane Drys ought 
to get together and see to it that the people of California have at least 
an opportunity to accept such a system. There is unfortunately in this 
country not a great deal of experience upon which to base action. But 
in Canada, in the Scandinavian countries and elsewhere experiments 
have been tried which are vastly superior to the degrading license sys- 
tem as it has existed heretofore in America. There is as a matter of 
fact no solution of the liquor problem as long as we have the licensed 
system with profit to those who sell. It is our business to try to start 
forward in the right way and towards the right ideal. 

I have therefore asked the Social Service Department to take up 
this matter of liquor control, study it and try to cooperate as represent- 
ing the Church with those who are seeking the right way out of our 
present difficulties. But again I remind you that self control which is 
only another name for temperance is a Christian virtue. 


Cathedral 


We have today consecrated the Choir and Apse of the Cathedral. 
It is a memorial to the Cathedral’s founder, our loved Bishop Nichols. 
When the pledges now in hand are all paid we shall be able to consecrate 
the remainder of the present structure, the Kip and Mills transepts, the 
crossing and the three bays of the nave. Much work must be done to 
complete the interior; but it is not our purpose to suggest to the Diocese 
any further building. In another decade new leaders may consider that 
problem. 

This consecration is the culmination for the present of long years 
of endeavor. Far back in 1861 Bishop Kip had assumed for a short 
period the rectorship of Grace Church and had taken it for his Cathedral. 
During that brief period it was known as Grace Cathedral, the first 
Bishop’s Church in America. That early Cathedral was a prophecy 
rather than a beginning. But soon after Bishop Nichols’ arrival in 
California in 1890 he began to plan a Cathedral project. The Standing 
Committee was made a Cathedral Committee as well. The Good Samari- 
tan Mission, started in 1894 by the Rev. W. I. Kip, grandson of the 
first Bishop, was called the Cathedral Mission. 

The Bishop from time to time presented suggestions which kept the 
idea constantly before the Diocese. Then came the earthquake and the 
fire and in quick succession Bishop Nichols’ vision of a great building 
on the hilltop, the generous response of the Crocker family, the little 
wooden building still standing at Sacramento and Taylor Streets put 
up by Grace Church congregation and called the pro-Cathedral, the 
merger of the old parish into the Cathedral foundation, the calling of 
the Rev. J. W. Gresham from San Jose in 1910 to be the first Dean and 
with that the real beginning of a Cathedral life. The old crypt was com- 
pleted before the Convention of 1914 and was blessed by the Bishop 
at the opening service just twenty years ago. The work grew. The 
crypt revealed the value to the Diocese and community of the Cathedral, 
and in 1922 Bishop Nichols in his Convention address proposed that 
steps be taken to carry forward the work of building. A committee was

The closing services 
were taken at Cypress Lawn Crematorium by Dean 
Gresham, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Charles P. Deems 
and the Rev. B. D. Weigle. 

Nearly all of the clergy in the Diocese attended the 
services and the Cathedral Chapel was crowded with 
many friends by whom Dean Powell was greatly 
beloved. 

Dean Powell leaves his widow, Anna Louise Powell, 
and a daughter, Mrs. Claude Gray of Los Altos.

Church’s Message to Society” and at 4:15 p. m. on 
“The Church’s Message Concerning Education.” A 
number of public school teachers attended the latter 
service, while little groups of business men and 
women were noticed at the short noonday service. 
Lunch was served in the parish house afterward by a 
committee of women and girls organized by Mrs. A. 
F. Edwards. At an evening service at 8:00 p. m. the 
rector, Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, preached a short ser- 
mon on “The Faith of a Modern Churchman.” After 
the service an enjoyable social hour was spent in the 
parish house. Refreshments were served by a com- 
mittee directed by Mrs. Frank M. Avery.

Eighty-fourth Convention of the Diocese of 
California 


The eighty-fourth Convention of the Diocese was 
held in the newly constructed Grace Cathedral on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, February 6 and 7. The 
Convention opened with the celebration of the Holy 
Communion, Dean Gresham being the celebrant; 
Archdeacon Hodgkin, epistoler; and Dean Rifenbark, 
gospeller. 


The most outstanding event of the Convention was 
the consecration of the choir of the Cathedral which 
stands as the memorial of the Diocese to Bishop 
Nichols, the Cathedral’s founder. 


The Bishop’s annual address contained a brief re- 
view of the progress of the Cathedral building up to 
the present splendid achievement. It also dealt with 
the problem of proper liquor control and an endorse- 
ment of the Church-wide Endeavor. Extended ex- 
tracts from the address will be found on another 
page of this issue. 


The Rev. B. D. Weigle was re-elected secretary and 
the Rev. David T. Gillmor was re-appointed as as- 
sistant secretary. 


Several new canons were adopted, having to do 
chiefly with the financial administration of the Dio- 
cese. A warm debate was aroused by a resolution 
submitted by a joint committee of the House of 
Churchwomen and the Convention, admitting women 
to Church vestries. The matter was put over until 
next year. 


The Convention adopted resolutions calling for a 
reform of criminal judicial procedure, reform of de- 
srading radio programs and movie films. 


At the joint meeting of the House of Churchwomen 
on Wednesday the Rev. Penrose Hirst and Deaconess 
Phelps reported for the Department of Missions, Miss 
Avis Harvey and the Rev. Oscar F. Green for the De- 
partment of Religious Education. The Rev. J. H. 
Ohlhoff read a report of the Social Service Commit- 
tee, written by Judge Crothers,'on the subject of re- 
form of court procedure and followed this by an im- 
passioned plea for reform of the degrading and inane 
movie films. 


F. M. Lee gave an interesting report on finances. 
Dean Gresham gave a detailed account of the de- 
velopment of the Cathedral building. 


The Rev. David Covell spoke in behalf of the 
Field Department of the National Council. Mr. Covell 
also gave an inspirational address at the missionary 
mass meeting held Wednesday evening. 


Separate reports will be found in this issue for the 
House of Churchwomen’s Convention, the Woman’s 
Auxiliary meeting and the pre-Convention dinners.

The twenty-ninth convention of the House of 
Churchwomen, California Diocese, convened at the 
Fairmont Hotel at 10:00 a. m., Tuesday, February 6. 

Prior to assembly, the clergy and convention dele- 
gates partook of Holy Communion at Grace Cathe 
dral, following the consecration of the new choir. 
After an inspirational address of welcome Bishop 
Parsons delivered his annual message. 


The first business session was held in the Gold 
Room of the Fairmont Hotel, sixty-three missions 
and parishes responding to the roll call. 


Miss Harriett Bakewell presided and extended a 
hearty welcome to everyone. The first report was 
from the nominating committee. The president’s of- 
fice being the only one open for election, Miss Bake- 
well was unanimously re-elected. 


Reports on racial work followed. Miss Hatsu Koi- 
zumi reported a substantial increase in membership 
from the younger set. Miss Mary Wu, daughter of 
Dr. Wu of True Sunshine Mission, San Francisco, 
stated that despite curtailment of revenue the mis- 
sion is still carrying on and interest is increasing. 
Mrs. Kelly, from True Sunshine Mission, Oakland, in 
addition to her numerous other duties, organized a 
Girls’ Friendly branch during the past year. Mrs. 
Stidston, Mission of the Chinese, Palo Alto, reported 
growing interest and a large Sunday School class. 
Mrs. David Baugh, reporting for St. Cyprian’s Mis- 
sion, San Francisco, said that although they have no 
place of worship of their own their membership has 
increased and they are eagerly looking forward to 
the time when they can build on their lot. Mrs. Flor- 
ence Beverly, reporting for St. Augustine’s Mission, 
Oakland, told of the trying year for that mission but 
said they had partially overcome their financial diffi- 
culties by holding a successful bazaar. 


Mrs. Thomas M. Robins gave a vivid picture of the 
cheerful, busy life at St. Margaret’s House and told 
how greatly benefited she had been by a short stay 
there following a shattering illness. 


“The Church and the Oxford Group” was presented 
from the following angles: Mrs. H. H. Sherman ex- 
plained the effect of this movement upon the mature 
woman; Mrs. Charles P. Deems, its influence upon 
family life; Mrs. Walter Shockley, the excellent work 
it is doing in drawing back to the Church the non- 
churchgoes, and Mrs. Von Teuber, its effect upon the 
modern girl in this materialistic age. 


The session was resumed Wednesday at 2:00 p. m. 
with Miss Evelyn Kroll, one of the F age ov members 
from St. Paul’s, Oakland, leading the devotions. The 
assemblage stood in silent tribute to Dr. H. H. 
Powell, whose passing was such an irreparable loss to 
the Diocese. A resolution expressing our love and ap- 
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lation of his untiring efforts was introduced by 
George Keil and unanimously approved. 

One of the high lights of the day was Miss Von 
Holt’s interesting report on “Asilomar.” She described 
the beauties of the place and the tremendous interest 
im the last conference, strongly urging all nt to 
attend the summer erence which will be held 
June 24-30. The entire family would thoroughly en- 
joy and be greatly helped by a week at Asilomar. 

Mrs. F. O. Shutts gave a fine account of a day at 
St. Dorothy’s Rest. Twenty members of the Church- 
tery day at lovely spot, Dr. 
a very enjoyable day at ft vely spot, visiting Dr. 
and Mrs. Lincoln. They were impressed by what had 
been accomplished by Mr. Lincoln since his retire- 
ment many years Father Viall of the Episcopal 
City Mission Society of San Francisco made urgent 
appeal for assistance in carrying on this work. An 
interesting discussion was led by Mrs. Lucas and Miss 
Katherine Felton, well-known social service worker in 
San Francisco, on “Parish Houses and the New Le? 
sure.” In reply to Mrs. Lucas’ mquiry as to how

study; to take up the Cross and follow Him wherever 


He lead. 
The following new officers were elected: Vice- presi- 
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dents—Mrs. John Piggott, Mrs. Robert Vickery, Mrs. 
John W. Mitchell and Mrs. Norman Livermore; edu- 
cational secretary—Mrs. Bruce Bacon. Delegates and 
alternates were elected to General Convention at At- 
lantic City. 

Mrs. B. W. Allen, custodian of the United Thank 
Offering, called attention to the need for a larger of- 
fering this year to equal that of the last triennial— 
with the reminder that the offering supports evangel- 
ists, doctors, nurses, teachers, social service workers 
and so forth. A resolution was adopted requesting the 
National Council to give $20,000 from the United 
Thank Offering building fund to St. Margaret’s House 
toward its debt. 

A resolution was adopted sending expressions of 
sympathy to the family of Dean Powell. 

Mrs. George Baxter brought from the 
Diocese of Sacramento and told of their work among 
the blind. 

Mrs. E. Murray read the names of those mission- 
aries and workers who are prayer partners. This was 
followed by a most beautiful meditation on “Bal 
anced Lives” by Mrs. J. O. Lincoln. 

Mrs. Augusta Taber, field secretary, spoke on “Look- 
ing Forward from the National Council,” of the Aux- 
iliary’s responsibility to the youth of the Church, and 
of the work of the United Thank Offering in building 
a school in North Carolina. 

At the afternoon session adult religious education 
was taken up under the direction of Mrs. Norman 
Livermore, with brief addresses by Mrs. J. W. 
Mitchell and Mrs. Bruce Bacon. Miss Stafford of St. 
Margaret’s House told of the appreciation of students 
there of the opportunity for spiritual development. 

The State president of the League of Women Vot- 
ers, Mrs. Paul Eliel, spoke of social service measures 
passed by Congress for the benefit of women and 
children, of the need of State and Federal employ- 
ment systems, of the support women can give to the 
campaign against sweatshops and of the breaking 
down of the minimum wage in California. 

Snapshots from the field were presented by Mrs. H. 
Plummer and Mrs. W. P. Lucas, with interesting and 
thankful letters read from the recipients of boxes of 
clothing and money from the Supply Department. 
Mrs. C. P. Deems gave a talk on the new mission es- 
tablished in India, the first time the Church has sent 
workers into that field. 

Bishop Parsons welcomed the new officers and 
spoke of the importance of every parish and mis- 
sion contributing to the Church’s Program for mis- 
sionary work. He also expressed approval of the 
work of the Bishop’s Auxiliary Fund. 

With the Bishop’s blessing the meeting adjourned 
to take up the work of the new year.

The pre-Convention Seminar dinner held Monday 
evening preceding the Convention was attended by a 
large number of the clergy. 

The A pe: of the Seminar, Dr. L. B. Ridgely, 
presided with dignity and graciousness. Owing to the 
recent death of Dr. Powell the usual high spirits of 
the event were subdued.

formed and preliminary plans made. After the Bishop’s death in 1924 
the Diocese immediately assumed that the Cathedral or some part of 
it must be made his memorial. The campaign of 1927 while not reaching 
the goal set, enabled us to begin building. The Chapel of Grace, generous 
gift of an ever generous giver, was first completed and consecrated. 
The work on the Cathedral itself has gone slowly forward until we 
reach a climax in today’s consecration. 

Work of this kind must inevitably be slow. The original plans had 
to be entirely re-considered. Earthquake dangers were studied for 
months by experts. The new and far more beautiful designs required 
foundations solider and deeper than were at first contemplated. The 
old crypt was inadequate and to the sorrow of many who had worshipped 
there for fifteen years, gave place to the more substantial structure 
over which we meet today. 

Every step of this work as I review it brings to my mind the 
names of those who have dreamed and have prayed and worked to 
realize their dreams. Such a list of names for honorable mention is too 
long for this occasion but I must speak of Dean Gresham whose vision 
has guided all the work, the Rev. Dr. Deems who gave a year away 
from his parish duties to organize and carry through the campaign of 
1927, Mr. Waldo Coleman whose unwavering devotion to the task of 
leadership has been inspiration and example to all of us, and the Rev. 
Dr. Cambridge whose sound judgment has directed the Building Com- 
mittee. Of the work of the architect Mr. Lewis Hobart I can say only 
that to me it seems that this glorious building is an achievement which 
will make his name illustrious for centuries to come. For the collabora- 
tion of Mr. Cram and the superb contribution of Mr. Connick in the 
windows we are deeply grateful. 


It is worth while for us to recall at this occasion what it is that the 
Cathedral means to Diocese and community. It is the Bishop’s Church 
and the Church home of the big Diocesan family which looks to him 
as Father-in-God. It is the Bishop’s Church and thus the center and 
symbol of the unity of the Diocese. It is the meeting place for all repre- 
sentative Diocesan gatherings, the natural center towards which the 
Diocese looks for inspiration, guidance and the development of its com- 
mon spiritual interests. 

In the community it has something of the same place. We would 
make it the natural center towards which Christians of all names may 
turn, knowing themselves welcome, knowing the true Catholicity upon 
which we have built. We would have it more and more the symbol of the 
supremacy of religion in the life of man. In its lofty site, its superb 
lines, its shadowy vaulting, its rich windows we would have it lift the 
hearts of men as they pass it or as they enter it for prayer and worship 
far above the turmoil of the city streets into the peace of God. And yet 
again its spaciousness will serve not only for the great gatherings 
which are already held here but will be symbol of the spaciousness of 
Christ, the breadth, the all-embracing love of the Master, the catholic 
comprehensiveness of His Church. Here is no sectarian meeting house 
built to enshrine one narrow way of approach to God. Here is a vast 
Catholic Church built upon the foundation of Christ alone and dedicated 
to the full range of Christian truth. 

“Let us build a church so great” said the Dean and Chapter of 
Seville Cathedral five hundred years ago, “let us build a Church so great 
that those who come after us may think us mad to have attempted it.” 
Many people thought us mad to have attempted this great building. 
Some of our own people questioned its wisdom for they questioned the 
need. Voices cried to us “Build up strong lives instead of concrete walls.” 
“Let the light of heaven shine through the windows of the soul instead 
of through painted glass.” So they said when the woman broke the box 
of ointment over Jesus’ feet. It is far better to build lives than to build 
walls. That is absolutely true. It is far better to illumine the eyes of the 
soul than those of the body. But lives cannot be built save by inspira- 
tion, nor the windows of the soul opened. Man shall not live by bread 
alone. Life is poor and utterly incomplete without God, without the ideal, 
without the symbols and signs of eternal truth and beauty and good- 
ness. Here in this Cathedral (as in some fashion in every building con- 
secrated to the worship of God) is raised among the buildings devoted 
to business and to pleasure and to housing, the ensign of God, the sign 
and symbol of faith, the constant witness of the eternal truths. Yes, 
my dear people, the Cathedral is after all needed for a very practical 
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reason, a reason more practical than any commonly urged. It is needed 
to help and help mightily in the revelation and promotion of those 
things without which life becomes utterly poor, those things which 
are the spring of life, those values which are the work of God in the 
world. 

And that brings me to my last consideration. 


Churchwide Endeavor 


As I began to put them on paper there came to me the fine call 
of the Presiding Bishop to give the year that lies before us to a deeper 
study and realization of God’s purpose in the world, in the social order 
and for the individual. Information concerning the Call and suggestions 
for carrying it out will shortly reach the clergy if they have not already. 
We shall have in the Diocese some further suggestions to make although 
it must be clearly understood that this is no call for new organization 
of any kind. It is not a project of the National Council. It is born of 
Bishop Perry’s insight into the need of the Church. It comes to the 
dioceses through their bishops. I speak for you all I am sure when I say 
that we in California respond with all our heart and will do our best to 
bring the endeavor into the lives of all our people. 

Now it was of this purpose of God as it affects society and the 
social order that I had planned to speak in closing, and I am glad to 
feel that my words may, however inadequately, give emphasis to one 
aspect of the Churchwide endeavor. 

The thrilling, disturbing, discouraging and hopeful year through 
which we have passed and the exciting and momentous present pour 
out to him who can read message after message from God. And yet 
all these messages tell the same story. They all bid us consider our 
present world in the light of God’s eternal purpose. We talk of economic 
distress, of a collapsing industrial order, of the rising tide of selfish 
nationalism. But what do distress and collapse and threatened war 
mean? They mean that we have tried to build our world upon founda- 
tions which cannot stand, which must be swept away whenever the 
winds blow and the rains descend and the floods come. Every one of 
our social ills, says Sir Arthur Salter, has a “moral root.” It is true, is 
it not? A social order in which men starve in the midst of plenty, in 
which unbounded luxury walks side by side with rags, in which the 
race is to the strong while the weak are crowded to the wall, is in 
itself a witness of the corporate sin of men. 

But this corporate sin springs from individual sin. It is rooted in the 
selfish greed of men, in production for profit and not for use, in the 
subtle poison which seeps through the very blood of society, the poison 
of that faith that money counts more than men and in ruthless compe- 
tition (which serves only the strong) exalted into a philosophy of life. 
It is our business as Christians to tear up these roots, to take our part 
in the redemption of this pagan social order. 

How shall it be done? There is confusion in our purposes. There is 
none in God’s purpose. There is uncertainty in our wills. There is none 
in God’s will. In Jesus Christ we have revealed the dignity and beauty 
which are the destiny of human life. In him we have unfolded the vision 
of the Kingdom of God, a social order in which that dignity and beauty 
is the goal of our striving. The Kingdom of God is a commonwealth of 
love. God’s purpose for society is the creation of a commonwealth of 
love, that is, a cooperative society in which the welfare of every one 
is the concern of all. To fulfil God’s purpose is the only way out from 
our present difficulties. 

Something of that the nation is learning today. The old order has 
collapsed. Men have caught a glimpse of the truth that the future is 
not recovery of the past but the creation of a new cooperative order 
which seeks, although men may not know it, towards the purpose of 
God—the commonwealth of love. The measures which have brought 
widespread hope today may or may not be effective. But at any rate they 
do represent the feeling for something which approaches a little more 
closely the Christian ideal than our present pagan competition. 

The international order brings the same message. War threatens 
because nations seek selfish aims, because no great nation is ready to 
surrender its interests to the wider interests of the community of na- 
tions, because men still live in a dream world. They still think that force 
is the ultimate security, they still have faith in that hoary legend that 
armaments preserve peace. These practical men are futile dreamers. 
It is Jesus Christ who is the great realist. 

Such is a suggestion of what God is teaching us of his purpose 
through the present tangled affairs of men. It is our business, yours 
and mine to study His purpose, to try to read the signs of the times. 


It is our business to seek to bring our influence as Christian men and 
women to lead men to find and realize God’s purpose. It is the Church’s 
business in all this chaos to speak with the authority of God concern. 
ing the foundations of life. Men have decried the Church’s speaking 
on such matters. They have always condemned the prophets although 
afterward they built their tombs. But one need not argue the point. The 
Church must speak. Christ shows us the way out. Christ reveals to us 
God’s purpose. It is in Him and the power that comes to those who follow 
Him that the world shall find salvation. 

But where if the world needs Christ shall it find Him but in and 
through the Church. God calls us then at this critical time to more 
thorough study of His purpose for the world, to a more complete sur- 
render of ourselves and to a determination that His Church through 


prayer and service may bring the redemption of Christ to the troubled 
children of men.
